KING'S EVIL. 

THE King's Evil is a Name given to a very 
grievous and obftinate Difeafe, wer fincc 
Edward the Confcflbr's Time; bccaufe faid to 
be cured by him, and other fucceeding Kings, 
J)oth of England and France, Above ninety-two 
thoufand Perfons are recorded to have been 
touched for it by King Cbarks the Second only : 
With what Succefs is varioufly related, difputed 
and believed. Thofe who have Time, may read 
Mr. John Browtf^ Surgeon to King Cbarks the 
SecoAd ; his Account of the King's Evil, and 
other Writers who treat of that Subject. This 
Difeafe is either hereditary or accidental. I have 
found on a clofe Examination of Perfons ap^ 
plying to me, not one in twenty without fome 
J^amily Taint of it. The Ipweft Degree of this 
Diforder feems to be the Swelling of the upper 
Lip, without any apparent Caufe ; which I look 
upon as an infallible Sign of the Evil in the Ha- 
bit of Body, though no other Appearances. Son>e-* 
times both Lips, the Nofe, and Cheeks inflame 
jand fwcU ^ the lower Jaw-bones arc .often trou- 
A3 bled 
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tjled with Swellings on, and about them, gnd 
caufe bad and rotten teeth. Frequent Ulcers on 
the Gums^ and many Swellings under the Ears, 
Jaws, and Cljin> and ipany Parts of the Neck 
and Shoulders ; fometimes fmooth, moveable, 
and not difcoloured or painful ; at other Times 
come to Sores, break afid run much for a Length 
pf Tinie, are healed wjth great Difficulty, a?)d 
often break out again, if the Habit of Body be 
not altered. The Eyes are very frequently fcro- 
phulous, koking inflamed, and of a dead, red- 
ifli, or leaden Colour; and fometimes white 
Specks on or near the Pupil, or Sight. They 
arc often Forerunners of Catarads, and total 
Blindnefs, if not timely prevented ; they often 
difcharge great Quantities of clear, faltifli Water, 
, of lb corrofive a Nature, that it takes the Skin 
off the Cheeks. Often fmall running Ulcers 
.;at the inner Corners of the Eyes, which dif- 
: charge a whitifh thick Matter, which glues up 
.the Eye- lids in a Morning, fo that they are 
•opened^ with Difficulty. When thefe Com- 
plaints withftand the ufual Methods of Bleed- ' 
ing, Bliftering behind the Ears, Cupping, Setons, 
and almoft numberlefs etcaeteras, for Months 
together, we may venture to pronounce them 
icrophulous. What feme People fancy to be 
the St. Anthony's Fire is often a Species of this 
Diforder} Swelling on the Knees and Elbows, 
v/ithout Rednefs or Inflammation, vulgarly 
called White Swellings, fo that the Bones 
themfelves feem enlarged near the Joints, are 
to be accounted fcrophulou?. When Sores or 
Ulcers have been long near the Joints or Bones, 
and will not heal with common Application^R^i 
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it IS a (hrewd Sign the Bones are foul and ca- 
rious.: Jn that Cafe Pieces of Bone, (harp 
I'agged, and feemingly worm-eaten, and little 
Pieces like coarfe Sand are feen on the Plaiftcrs 
Among the Pus or Matter, when taken pC 
When the Griftles or Cartilages on the Head 
of the Bones are confumed, then follows a ftiff 
Joint, by the Bones growing together. The 
Mufcles under the Ham?, and the Jnfide of the 
Elbows, I have often found to have been di- 
vided by the Knife, by unikilful Hands, fo that 
the Joint has been rendered ufelefs. I have 
met with Swellings within the Throat, the Ton- 
lils greatly tumefied and inflaiBcd, threatening 
a Suffocation, nothing appeared outwardly^ 
This Diftemper may (l>evv itlelf like a Leproly, 
with a thick white Scurf on the Head and clfe- 
where^ When the Diforder falls on the Lungs, 
beware of a galloping Confumption, as it is fre- 
quently called, and is too often fatal to young 
People, by not attending fcrupuloufly to this 
Diforder. After the Meafles and Small-pox, 
weak Eyes and running Sores are not unufual, 
which People feldom think proceed from the 
Evil, though it is too often the Cafe. A very 
Airy thick cruily Scab near the Elbows, and 
Joints, is fometimes feen; which, vvhen removed, 
is fucceeded by others of the fame Nature, 
which are diiiicult to cure, except the Conftitu- 
tion be mended. The Glands under Womcns 
Armpits frequendy fwell or tumefy ; and their 
Breafh troubled with hard, unequal, painfal 
Tumours or Swellings, which have been too 
often taken for Cancers, and the Knife ignorant- 
ly ufed to the irreparable Damage of the poor 
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Sufferer. Such Breafts negteAed, or wfongly 
treated, often degenerate into real Cancers, when 
every one knows the Cafe is deplorable. Should 
the Bones be foul the Cafe is bad, though not 
always to be dcfpaired of: Sometimes the Mar* 
row of the Bone is touched, or the Difeafc be- 
gins in the Bone itfelf ; which may be obferved 
when the Bones themfelves feem fwelled about 
the Heads, and afterwards Sores break out and 
difcharge a thin oily Matter, then it is truly a 
deplorable Cafe. How often is the Difeaie 
conveyed to tender Infants, by fcrophulated 
Nurfes, who, till their hidden Infirmities are 
difcovered, (hall look like the Pidture of Health I 
When Perfons in good Health, free from Exccfs 
of Humours, and who on looking back find their 
Parents have been found, (hall neverihelefs find 
Indications of the Evil in their Children, let them 
not be aftonKhed ; for it is too common. If, 
upon a curious Enquiry amongft the Relations 
of a Family, any of the aforefaid Symptoms 
have been remembered, though a Generation 
or two diftant, the Complaint may be fufpefted 
to be the Evil. I have had (bme Patients ap- 
plied to fne, whofe Anceftors were touched by 
King Charles the Second, as I have met with in 
fcveral Publication^ printed about that Time, 
and their Defcendants cured by me lately. How 
long this Diforder may defcend in Families is 
impoflibie to afcertain. Unhappy Defcendants ! 
who would not endeavour Relief on the very 
fiift Appearances of fuch a lading Malady? Jt 
will lie dormant many Years; appearing and 
dilappearing in feme Families for many Gene- 
rations, and fticw ilfclf in various Forms, in all 
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Ages, Sexes and Conditions, from the Birth tq 
the Age of Eighty-five, as 1 have experienced. 
It (hall happen, that one amongft numerous 
Relations, or many Children of the fame Pa- 
rents, ihall only (hew it in onp Inftance and all 
the reft be free and clear. Slight Rheumatic 
Pains, about the Joints, are often Forerunners 
of this Diforder, which at length difcovers ittelf 
by Tumours or Ulcers « appearing on the ag^ 
grieved Parts. In (hort, this Diffafe appear? 
in ifo many Forms that it would be almoft cnd- 
lefs to attempt an entire Defcription* I thinly 
V^hat has been faid fulRcient to inform Mankind 
what in ordinary Cafes is the fimple King's 
Evil, not complicated. AH thefe, and fuch like 
Complaints, are removed by much Time, PaT 
tience, and a fteady Adherence to my ©ircc^ 
tions ; even for Years in fome Subjedts. One 
fonftant Method I ufe to every Patient, without. 
Diftindion, let their Complaints be what they 
vvill. If, upon Examination, I have Reafon to 
fufped them to be fcroph ulcus, is to recom^ 
nienc^ to them a Piece of frefti common purpJQ 
Vervain Robt, about three or four Inches long, 
and about the Size of the Patient's little Finger^ 
if Men or Women; to young Children and 
Infants, as large as their Thumb, and fo in 
Proportion, but not lefsj becaufe it (brinks 
much, and contains but little Virtue. Many 
Patients have been grofly impofed on, by the 
Sellers of thefe Roots, who quote my Name to 
deceive the ignorant Buyer, and I muft repeat 
it, that if a Vervain RoolC^k^jiot that Bigncfs I 
recommend. People are greatly deceived, and 
have little or no Benefit at all from it. Let the 
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Buyer take Reed. All the Fibres are to be cut 
off fmooth^ and as little of the Rind as poffible, 
to be worn always at the Pit of the Stomach, 
tied with a Yard of white Sattin Ribband, half 
an Inch wide, round the Neck of Men and 
Won>en of an ordinary Stature : if taller an Ell 
will be wanting ; and Children in Proportion. 
To the better Sort of Females, I propofe the 
Ribband to be faftened through an Eyelet-hole 
or Loop in the Bofom of the Shift, and fo wore, 
which will be no Eye-fore, A Quarter of a 
Yard of Ribband will be enough -, but no other 
coloured Ribband is proper : becaufe the Dye 
in fome Colours may be prejudicial. The Root 
muft never be wetted, not when frejfh gathered, 
but wiped clean with a dry Cloth. It muft ngt 
be fown up, or covered with any Thing, but al- 
ways worn naked at the Pit of the Stomach. 
If after wearing, the Ends of the Fibres ftick 
out and hurts or pricks the Stomach, they muft 
be cut off with a (harp Knife as at firft. I al- 
ways cut a little Notch round the upper End of ' 
the Root, and tie the Ribband with a double faft 
Knot, left it flip out and be lof|. When it has 
been worn a few Days, it will (brink, by tHe 
Heat of the Stomach; then the Ribband muft 
be tied fafter. A Buckle or Button on thp Bo- 
fom of a Man's Shirt wjll be convenient, to 
keep the Root next the Skin, as well in Bed as 
up. Obferve the Root be not decayed or rotten, 
but frefh and green when applied ; and it is ne- 
ceffary to have a frefli one every Spring and Fall- 
If I put this Root about the Patient's Neck, I 
am not afhamed to fay, ** Pray God give his 
'^ bleffing to theie my Ende^vqurs *", or feme 

fuch 
• Sec Ecclef. C^ap. xxxvin. Vcr i^ 
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iuch fliort Ejaculation ; not by way of Charm, 
or fuch like Nonfenfe, but to remind the Patiir 
ent of our Dependancc on the Divine Help, co- 
operating with the natural Means he has pro- 
vided for our Comfort and Relief: and furely 
there is as good Reafon to beg his BlejQing on 
this, as on our daily Food, Here in feme of my 
former Editions I was at fome Pains in noticing 
how this Ceremony, if fo it might be called, 
-had and might caufe Laughter. I will now 
only fay, that the joyful Teftimcny of the Cured 
through my Means is a much greater Heart- 
felt Satisfadion to me than the Deriiion of all 
others will ever give me Uneafinefs. The Ex- 
perience I have had of the good EfFcds of the 
Vervain-root is enough for me : nevertheleft, I 
will juft mention that the great Boyle, in his Ef- 
fays, has treated of the ftrange Subtilty of Ef- 
fluvia s how fpecific Medicines are reconcileablc 
to the Corpufcular Philofophy, and how advan- 
tageous fimple Medicines are. 

This Root being of fuch general Ufe in all 
Stages of the Evil, it will be proper to give a 
plain Defcription of the Herb Vervain, the Place 
and Manner of its Growth, that it may be eafier 
found and known by the common People. The 
Common Vervain grows with a fibrous or 
ftringy Root, of a light brown Colour, very hard, 
of a bitterifh Tafte ; fends up Stalks, n7any half 
a Yard high, fquari(h, folid, fomewhat rough, 
of a purglifh green, and branched j the Leaves 
iland upon the Stalks in Couples over ag^in^ 
each others, hairy on both Sides, wrinkled, and 
jagged with deep Cuts, and wide towards the 
Stalk End, lomething like Oak Leaves, when 

ha]f 
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l>alf grown, of a deeper green above than hci 
«eath. The Flowers are ranged in long Spikes, 
pf a very pale purple, divided into five Parts at 
the Top, fuccceded by four fmall longifh Seed^ 
joined together. The Flower is very fmall, the, 
two uppermoft Segments appearing like a Creft, 
find turned upwards. It grows very often in 
Highways, Court-yards, chalky, gravelly ancj 
|lony uncultivated Places, and blows in July^ 
Auguft, September and Odober. Some call it 
the Holy Herb; in Latin, J^erbenfiy'm Welch, 
Cfis gangythyr^l. All the Herb is very bitter 
and aftringent. It is much celebrated for almoft 
numberlefs Virtues, by ancient Authors. By 
the Moderns hardly noticed : not being fa(hion- 
able in the prefent Pradtice^ This Plant, by 9 
chymical Analyfis yields feveral acid Liquors j 
AbiMidance of Oil; pretty much volatile concrete 
Salt and. Earth : It is therefore probable it con- 
tains foine Sal Amnf>oniac, united with a goo4 
deal of Sulphur. It is vulnery, cleaning, an4 
opening. The other Medicines and Applicar 
lions, with their Preparations, foch as commoi^ 
People may manage^ will be found In the loU 
lowing Cafes. 

C A S E I. 

PHILIP WINTERFLOOD, late of Hah 
feadj in E£ex^ a Journeyman Barber, aged 35, 
formerly lived at the Sign of the Peruke^ oppo^ 
fite the White Horje^ at Mile^End^ near Londan^ 
who was a fat Man, was for eight Years mifer-^ 
ably affl&dted with feveral ftrumous Ulcers un- 
der both Breafts; fome were above an Inch 
deep> dikharged much foul corrupted Matter^ 
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liad dfone fo for Years, could gdl no Help, and 
had the Evil hereditary in his Family many 
Years. This poor Man was in Hal/ieaJ Work- 
houfe, where his Diet and Attendance were not 
qf the heft. The firft Thing I did was to give 
him the Vervain Root to wear about his Neck, 
and ordered him fome gentle Phyfic once a 
Week, to wit, Syrup of Rofes one Ounce, Man* 
«)a one Ounce, difiblved in a Pint of flcimmed 
Milk, for one Dofe : fometimes he got it, fome- 
times he did not^ I gave him a Phial of Liquor 
fo wa(h his Sores, Night and Morning, of Vi- 
negar one-third. Red Port Wine one-third, and 
Vervain Water, diftilled, one-third : Some Oint- 
ment to fpread on a Rag, and lay on the Sores 
after wafliing them,. The Ointment was made 
with green Vervain Leaves, with about a fourth 
Part of Houfe-leek Leaves, both bruifed and 
boiled in Pork Lard, till it was of a good Con- 
fiftence, and ^11 the watery Part wafted, then 
ftrained and kept for Ufe^ It may be made 
ftronger by boiling the fame Quantity of Herbs 
in the fame Liquor as before. Note ^ inftead of 
diftilled Vervain Water, which poor People can-^ 
not fo eafily procure, the InfuficMi of the Vervain 
Leaves may be ufed ; that is, hot boiling Water 
poured upon the Herb, like Tea, and covered ^^ 
when cold, may be ufed in its ftead. This 
Method cured this Man in fix Months, nothing 
elfe was ufed, and he continues well for aught 
I know to this Day. 

C A S E IL 

Robert Heatherleyy Son of the Reverend Mr. 
Heatberley^ late Minifter of Uavering^ in Ejfex^^ 
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formerly Mafter of the School in CbfiJl-Hd/fiiai 
London^ aged Twenty-three^ was an Out-patient 
of St. Bartholomew S'Hofpital for the KingV 
Evil, had the fecond joint of his Thumb fo af- 
fected that the Bone came out, and many other 
Sores healed up and feemed cured : Not lon^ 
after, the Diforder fell into both his Eyes, with 
fome fmall unbroken Tumours in the Neck and 
tinder both EarSy and had been blind fome 
Months. He crfme to me with bis Eyes co- 
vered, has been well feme Years, and iis nbvr 
in the Excife. I gave this Man a Root ; or-*- 
dered him a gentte Purge of half Manna and 
half Syrup of Rofes, in thin Milk, once a Weefc 
for three Months ; to kave off all covering ta 
his Eyes, and wafh them often with cold Spring 
Water, dropping fome info his Eyes i this re- 
ftored him perfe^ly to his Sight. 

CASE III. 

jinrt Nunrty Daughter of John Nurin, farrfier, 
near Laindon-Hills^ in Ejfex^ aged Twenty-one, 
had large fcrophulous I umour opened on thd 
right under Jaw-bone by Mr. Early of Horndeni 
it difcharged moftly a thin watery Matter ; but 
j^s he could not heal the Wound, (he came to 
me, I gave her a Root, ordered fome gentle 
Purges, but no Salts, for I always find them ' 
bad in Scrophnlous Cafes, and gave her fome 
Vervain Ointment for the Wound, which foort 
healed it up. 

. C A S E IV. 

Elizabeth Reynolds, Wife of Jofeph Reynolds ^ 
©f EaljieadyV^iWi^Xy ag<?d twenty-fivp, came tp 

me 
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me with her Lips much IwelJed j it had bee« 
coming three Years j the infide of the Nofe and 
upper Lip, broke out and very fcabby, and a 
large uneven fcrophulous Tumour had been en- 
creafing three quarters of a Year, under the right 
£ar, and feveral fmall Swellings on the left Side 
of the Neck, I difperfed all the Swellings, and 
cured her other Complaints in fix Months; 
fince which Ihe had ho Returns. Firft, I gave 
her a Root, and purged her with gentle Phyfic. 
I alfo gave her fome Vervain Ointment for the 
Lip and Nofe, and ordered her to take fome 
green Hemlock Leaves, bruife and apply them, 
warm once a t)ay to the large Tumour : In fix 
V/eeks the Tumour was greatly diminiflied ; but 
as the Hemlock worn conftantly, fomewhat af- 
fected the Head and Eyes, I ordered it to be 
applied only at Night, and to lay on till the 
Morning, which in two or three Months re- 
duced the Swelling entirely, all the fmall Tu- . 
mours vaniflied, and were quite cured. Notey if 
the Hemlock afFedl the Head, as it fometimes^ 
will do, if applied near the Head and Neck ; 
fome gentle Phyfic muft be often ufed, or the 
Quantity of Hemlock Icflened. If neither will 
do, leave it quite off. 

CASE V. 

fFi/liam Ardley, Weaver, of Cogglejhall, m 
Ejjex^ aged forty, had been much troubled 
with the Tooth and Ear-ach, afterwards a Sore 
broke withinfide the left Cheek, and difcharged 
near a Pint of (linking Matter at feveral Times, 
then a large Tumour arofe on the left Jaw- 
bone, and broke into three Ulcers outwardly 

and. 
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ikbd difcargcd much Matter. The Sore withi 
in the Cheek healed up, when it was with Dif- 
ficuhy he could open his Mouthi I gave him a 
Root, and ordered him once a Week a Purge 
of Jalap, five or fix Grains^ nlore ot lefs, as it 
operated ; two Motions a Day fufficient: ap- 
ply to the Sores withoutfide the Cheek a PouU 
lice of white Bread, Milk, white Lily Roots, 
and Groundfcl, all maftied together, and laid 
on warm. Morning and Night j this fufiiciently 
digefted the Sore, then I healed it up with the 
following Black Plaifter. Take White Lead 
finely powdered, two Ounces, Olive Oil, four 
Ounces, mix thefe in a large earthen Pipkin; 
boil over a flow Fire, ftir all the while with a 
Piece of Lead, till it grows of a deep brown or 
bkckifti Colour* This will take aa Hour or 
more. Let the Pipkin be not above a Quarter 
full I left it boil over, which it is very apt to 
do. Let it cool in a Galley-pot, and keep it 
for Ufe* When you want it, warm the Point 
of a Knife, and fpread it pretty thick on black 
Silk or Linen Rag, apply it warm, and it will 
flick, if not too much boiled. Do not pull off 
the Plaifters, left you hurt the Sore j when it 
falls off of itfelf, apply a f re(h one as long as 
wanted. 

CAS E VI. 

Deborah Alfloriy Wife of Thomas Alfion^ of 
Ileneyy In Ejfex^ aged twenty- four, came to 
me with a running Ulcer about the middle of 
the outfide of her left Thigh, which had been 
healing and n^nning for ten Years ; a fmall 
Ulcer near the left Breaft, and fmall Kernel, 
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fometimes about the Neck and Throat, which 
(hewed the Complaint to be fcrophulous ; (he 
had been twice falivatcd, and much done to 
litde Purpofe. I gave her a Root, ordered 
Rofe Leaves boiled in Whey for a gentle Purge 
once a Week, to wa(h the Ulcers twice a Day 
with a ftrong Infufion of Hemlock Leaves, and 
to apply a Rag fpread with Elder Ointment 
over them. About two Months after, (he felt 
a Piece of Bone very loofe : I ordered her then 
to apply much Liru, wetted with th6 Infufion 
Morning and Night, and the Elder Ointment 
as before. Three Weeks after, the Point of a 
Bone (licking out, (he herfelf, with the Point 
of a Penknife, enlarged the Wound, took out a 
Piece of Bone, and cxaniining the Wound with 
her Finger, took out two more Pieces, followed 
by much Blood : a Week after (he brought the 
tnrte Pieces to me; the Wound looked clean j 
healed up in a Month's Time; (he has no 
Lamenefs, walks well, enjoys good Healthy 
and feels no more Prickings, or Signs of any 
more Pieces of Bone. Two of the Exfolia- 
tions tktc <ach two Inches and an half long, and 
one Inch broad, the other two Inches long, and 
three quarters of an Inch broad ; weighing al- 
together a quarter of an Ounce* Some Parts 
looked black and fome white, and as if worm- 
eaten. The whole, when laid together, mea- 
fured (even Inches. NoUy Elder Ointment is 
made in the Spring, by boiling the young Leaves 
in Mutton Suet till the moifture is wafted, or 
in Pork Lard* To make it ftrong, add the 
-feme Quantity of Leaves as before, after (Irain- 
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Ing the firft Leaves from the Liquor, ^nd repeal 
this three Times. In Winter, when no Leaves, 
take the tender Baik of the laft Summer's 
Shoot, fcrape and boil them as above, and keep 

forUfe. 

CASE VII. 

Uohert Rufs, aged twenty-three, Son of Mr, 
J mm 5 Htifs, Quarter-Mafterof Sir Robert -Rich^ 
Dragoons, was quartered at Chelmsford^ in 
EJJax : He was bit by a Monkey on the left 
Side of his Neck : it was fore ; be had many 
fcrophuloiis Swellings appeared under his Chin 
and round, about his Neck, hard, and oftentimes 
very painful, and many fmall Puftles breaking 
out like a fait Humour in many Parts.

Hoiert London^ Son of Roiert London,^ of 
Brddffieid ComhUr^y in Suff.oik, aged thirty-two, 
had a Fever which held about a Week, Three 
Months afteri' thirteen Tifmours rofe about the 
Lfegs,. Thighs, and Buttocks, hadfheen all open- 
ed by a Surgeon, and difchafged fo violently,

1 
moreover ordered him daify ha^f^aT3¥arh of Aii-i 
timony, finely powdiered, with ah equal Quan- 
tity of Loaf-Sugar^ and to waffi it down with 
Ground-ivy Tea. l^aWb put a Root about his 
Neck. In tKred Wcelist Time his Stomach re-* 
turned ; his Sores began * to heal ; and qn two 
Months the Surgeon wrote Ke was quite Willi 
This, by many is- called the Rurtiiing Evil - ' 
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' Su/an Otley, of Boding, \rt tjkx, fing|e 
/-Woman, aged iwenty^fix, catrie to me with 
almoft numberlefs' Ulcere and fungous fcabby 
Excrefences from the Top of the right Shoul- 
der, down below -the Nipple oCthe right Breaft, 
all hollow like ao Honey Comb, She hada cieep 
Ulcer on the infuicof the kxm^ near the rigi^t 
Arm-pit, one near her Shbuld?r,.pnewithiaU(]fc 
the Arm about three Indies above the Elbow, and 
one almoftunder the right Buttocfc,,bad Stomach, 
bad Health and Complexion, hid tfcis Difeafc 
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hereditary 5 had one Sifter died of it; another 
had it in her Eyes, of which I cured her. This 
Perfon came and lived near me, fo that I faw 
her once in eight or ten Days, and I efFeftcd 
the Cure in the fallowing Manner : I firft gave 
her a Root, and applied a Plaifter of Sperma- 
ceti and Sallad Oil, to the Scabs on the Shoul- 
der, Neck and Breaft, which made them fall 
off; afterwards I applied the Black Plaifter, as 
in Cafe V. which being changed and renewed 
as Occafion required, at length healed up all 
the Sores. All the Time of her Cure, I gave 
her daily a Dram of Antimony, finely powder- 
ed, mixed with half a Dram of Loaf Sugar, and 
to drink a Cup full of Ground-ivy Tea after it. 
If it gave more than two Stools in twenty-four 
Hours, I leffened the Dofe, and fometimes in- 
creafed it, as I found her Body in Order, I con- 
tinued this Courfe many Months : all her Sores 
are now well, fhe has a good Stomach, a heal- 
thy florid Countenance, and fb likely to con- 
tinue. I advifed to purge gently every Spring 
and Fall, with Jalap three or four Times, fince 
married and had one Child, 

CASE XI. 

Mar^ Bingham^ Wife of Adam Bingham^ 
Hufbandman, of CreJJing^ lately living at Pa^ 
tifwick^ in Ejjex^ aged twenty-eight, was Id 
to me, having been totally blind for twelve 
Months. Both Eyes looked as almofl covered 
over with Cobwebs, of a dead leaden Colour, 
run much fcalding Water, mixed with a white 
thick Matter from the Corners of her Eyes, 
B 3 and 
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and almoft continually dafliing Pains iabout hcf 
Forehead, with many fcrophulous Breakings- 
out, about the Corners of her Mouth, and fe* 
veral other Places; I gave her a Root of Vcr^ 
vain to wear about her Neck, ordered her to 
purge once a Week, with dried damafk Rofe- 
Leaves, boiled in Whey; gave her a Phial cif 
ciiftillcd Vervain Water ; to drop five or fix 
Drops cold into each Eye, four or five Times 
a Day, and to wafh them every Morning with 
the coldeft Spring Water, f^'ote^ The Ver- 
vain Water muft be difiilled in a cold Still, like 
Role Water. This Method, in a few Months, 
reftored her Sight, So that (he could now fee to 
fpin, and do any common Work. Three Years 
after (he (hewed me her right Breaft, very hard 
and full of Pain ; this IJudged to proceed from 
the old Complaint^ for Want of proper Care, 
I ordcicd her to poultice it with half White 
Nettle Leave?, and half Elder Leaves, warm, 
Morning and Night,- which reftored the Breaft 
to be ns well as the other. This Cafe (hews 
this Diforder is fubjc(5l to return, without due 
Care and Caution. . 

CASE XII. 

Eleanor Eulmorey kept the Goldm I^bn, in 
'Rei;marh(t\ Sujfolk^ aged fifty-five, had.a viclcn't 
Pvdh came out. all over her, tbtn fell into the left 
Leg, aiiU produced a large, foul, deep, (linking 
Uiccr, almoft all round the Small of her i eg, 
five or nx Inches Idnt^i the MulJes that iervcd 
to bend the great Toe j^nd Fi;ot.\5pv. ards, bare 
and diy as a iiutn, an Iwca or iriuie in length,

and grown about with much proud Flefh. 
This Woman had not been able to ftir off her 
Couch, for a Year and a half, without great 
Diifficulty, and two Stilts under her Arms. 
A great Phyfician told her, if (lie went to an 
Hofpital, the Ulcer might be healed in two 
Months, but in all Probability it would kill her. 
Living at Newmarket^ feveral Phyficians faw 
her after I took her |n Hand. The Mufcle of 
the Leg is rotted out, fo that (he cannot bend 
her Foot upwards, and muft always go limping. 
She goes about her Houfe without Crutches, 
but now and then ufes an under-hand Staff, ef- 
pccially up Steps. The Ulcer is now very clean, 
and not above the Bignefs of Half a Crown s the 
Woman is in good Health, and Spirits, and able 
%to manage' her Houfe herfelf, having, fince I 
firft faw her, loft her Hufband. I gave her a 
Root, judging the Cafe fcrophulous, and order- 
ed the Ulcer to be cleanfed twice a Day from its 
Filth with a Decodion of Hemlock, and then 
to apply the Herb bruifed with Pork Lard and 
fine Oatmeal, warm, as a Poultice, frefh twice ia 
Day, as long as wanted, and at the fame Time 
to ufe the following Diet Drink, to wit, take 
Senna, four Ounces ; of (harp pointed Dock 
Root, half a Pound ; great Water-dock Root, 
half a Pound ; Polypody Roots, half a Pound; 
all diced very thin j crude Antimony grofly 
powdered, one Pound, and tied up in a Rag : 
boil all in three Gallons of Sweet-wort, till one 
Gallon is wafted ; ftrain it when cool enough ; 
work it with a fpoonful of Yeaft ; and White 
Nettles, Green Broom, and Ground -ivy, of 
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eachbrulied a Handful; let all work together] 
when done, drain and bottle it up clofc for Ufc* 
Of this Liquor {he drank a Coffee- cup full 
Mornirrg and Night, and was to increafe or lef» 
kn the Dofe as it operated i two Motions in 
twenty-four Hours are Sufficient, (he found great 
Bene^t by it. She was alfo to anoint her I^eg 
round the Ulcer with Elder Ointment. As the 
Ulcer is novy brought to i good Condition an4 
fmall Compafs, I think it much better for her 
Health, at her Time of Life, that it continue 
open, rather than heal it quite up. NotCj It i^ 
beft in Summer Time to make but half the 
Quantity of Diet-drink at once, left it turn lour 
and vomitive; it muft then be thrown away an4 
frefli made. I cured her Son of the Evil in his 
Eyes at the fame Time) and jn the Manne;: as 
related in Cafe II. 

CASE XIIL 

John Nic&o/s^ Son of Zacbariab Nichols^ 
Miller, of Little Aflnni near Dunmow in Epx^ 
aged feven, had a fcrophqlous Swelling on the 
great Toe of the left Foot j feveral fmall run- 
ning Ulcers on the fame, which difcharged a 
thin, corrofive, watery Humour, forhalf aYear, 
and the Evil a little in the left Eye. I gave this 
Child a frqall Root; ordered Syrup of Rofes and 
Manna, equal Parts, in thin Milk once a Week^ 
for a gentle Purge; to wafli his Eyes with 
the coldeft Spring Water, every Day, and a 
Cataplafm of a Garden Snail out ot a Shelly 
beat to a Mafli, with the fame Quantity of 
Garden Parfley, applied to the Toe, frefh twice 
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in twc|ity-four Hours ; this fctfcOly cured the 
Piford^r ia three Months^ 

CASE XIV. 

Matthew Byford^ Son of ABel Byford^ of 
laittle Stamford^ in EffeXy aged eighteen, had 
a large Tumour arofe on the upper Part of his 
left Thigh, which had became an Ulcer, and 
run much thick matter. An Inch above the 
Ulcer was a red inflammatory Swelling, which 
fccmed to communicate with the Ulcer, I gave 
him a Root, and ordered to purge once a Week, 
with equal Parts of Manna and Syrup of Rofes^ 
diffoived io Cheefe Whey, for two Months, and 
to injedl a Decodion of Hemlock into the rnn- 
Ding Ulcei\; then to apply a Poultice of Half 
white Nettle Leaves, by fome called Arch- 
angels, and half Elder Leaves, beat into a Mafh, 
with a little pork Lard and fine Oatmeal^ fre(h 
and warm twice a Day, over both Ulcer and 
Tumour. |n three Months a perfect Cure wa$ 
made. 

CASE XV. 

EHzahetb Golden, Wife of John Golden, of 
JVater Beaucbamp, in P^Jftx, Hulbandman, had 
a mod violent hot fait Humour in her left Leg^ 
whk:b broke almoft into numberlefs Water- 
bladders i itched mi^ph, was greatly inflamed, 
and the Fle(h hardened ; the infide of her 
Thigh on the fame Side began to be affeifted ia 
the like Manner. I advifed her to drink half % 
Pint of Tea, made with the common red 
Pock ^QQtSj ftip^d tblo^ Morninj^ and Night, or 
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boiled in Cheefe Whey -,: then to wafti her Leg 
and Thigh all over, with an Infufion of green 
Hemlock Leaves, and to anoint the fame with 
Elder Ointment ; in three Months (he came to 
me almoft veil, but complained of a Goldnefs 
at her Stomach, for which 1 ordered ia gentle 
Purge of Jalap, with a little grated Ginger oftce 
a Week. About two Months after fhe came to 
thank me, being quite free of her Complaints. 
Nofe^ No Root prefcribed, as I thought it more 
fcorbutic than fcrophulous. 

CASE XVI. - 

Edward Howie f, of Burnbam^ in Effex, Huf- 
bandman, aged thirty, had a Tumour that ap- 
peared and difappeared at Times near the right 
Jugular, for a Year ; afterwards it fwellcd as 
large as a Halfpenny Loaf, then was poulticed 
by a Surgeon's Diredtion, but it did neither fup- 
purate or difperfe, but was opened : fume Part 
cut away, and difcharged a little thick bloody 
Matter. It had been cut eleven Times, as faft 
as the Fungous kept growing, and difcharged 
much of the fame Sort of Matter, When he 
came to me, the Fungous was large and flat, 
with thick Edges like a Cake laid on the Part, 
the Edges were ulcerated, it was three Inches in 
Diameter, and one Inch thick, the Man well 
in ev(-ry* other refpedl : As I apprehended this 
to be a fcrophulous Cafe, I gave hini a Root 
to wear at his St: mach, ordered to purge gently 
twice a Week with Dampik Rofe Leaves boiled 
in Cheefe Whey, to app^y Sl^ps pf black Plaifter, 
as in Cafe V. to the Ulcers round the Edge 
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of the Fungous, and all over the Hemlock 
Leaves bruifed and very hot, twice a Day. He 
was in a Month much mended; in three Months 
the Fungous was almoft wafted; and fomc 
Months after he came to (hew me he was quite 
well, not the leaft Remains of the Fungous or 
any Ulcer, but the Neck fpaooth and even, and 
no Complaint whatever. 

C A S E XVII. 

Elizabeth Hart, ' Daughter of Thomas liart^ 
of Earls Colne, Ejfex, Hulbandman, aged 
twenty, hacj a Swelling on the Wind-pipe, 
which compreft it fo much, as to caufe a great 
Difficulty in Swallowing, her Throat very fore, 
withinfide, had been cncreafinjg two Years, her 
Lips often cracked and bled. Igave her a Ropt, 
diredled to purge gently often, with Syrup of 
Rofcs and Manna in Cheefe Whey, or thin 
Milk, and to apply a Poultice of a Garden 
Snail and Parfley bruifed, fre(h Morning and 
Evening; this .produced many fmall Pimples, 
which difcharged fome little watery Matter, then 
difappeared, and others in like Manner fucceed- ' 
cd, until all the Humour was difcharged, and 
the Swelling quite gone. I moreover ordered 
her to bruKe eight or ten Millepedes or Sow- 
bugs, make them into a Pill with ffefli Butter, 
and going ^o Reft to let it lay at the Root of 
her Tongue, fo as to melt gradually, till the 
Sorenefs withinfide the Throat was no more. 
Thefe Methods in three Months removed all 
her Complaints.

Jo/epb Tray/m, of Toppesfield, in Effex^ 
Cooper, aged iorty, had fewral Tumours and 
Ulcers on the Back of his right Hand, which 
rendered it ufelefs, and fome fmall Swellings 
about *his Groin and Armpit? : has the Evil 
ftrong in the Family; found no Help from the 
Surgeon, focame to me ; I gave him a Root,

Mary Tyler j Wife of WiUiam Tyler ^ of HaL 
Jleady Hu(bandman, aged thirty -fix, had the 
Evil breaking out all over her at Times, for 
many Years* When (he came to me, had 
both Lips monftroufly fwelled, and her Mouth 
fo very fore, that it was painful for her to get 
her Vidtuals into it, her Nofe fwelled, and all 
the lower Part of her Face and Chin almoft one 
entire Scab, with many fcrophulous Breakings-^ 
out of the fame Kind on both Legs and Arms, 
which were all very much inflamed. 1 gave 
her a Root, and ordered gentle Jalap Purges 
twice a Week ; and for (jonftant Drink, a 
Handful of Ground-ivy Leaves, and about an 
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OiHKe cf common red Dock Roots/ iliced 

thm* and boiled in two Quarts of Water, co^ 

yeFfd> tHl a Pint is boiled away, flrained, and 

kept for Drink the next Day ; and fo conftant- 

ly, except (he purged ; the Mouth to be wafhcd 

twice a Day with an Infufion of green Hemlock 

JLeaves, and all the Scabs on (he Face, Legs, 

aod Amis, or other Places likewife;^ but to be 

careful fihe fwallowed none, or touched her Eyes*; 

theft to anoint with the Elder Ointment. As 

fhe lived near me, I faw her frequently, and 

fometimes found it proper to add half Hemlock 

Ointment to the other, that is made by boiling 

the green Leaves of Hemlock, bruifed, in Hog's 

Lard> and drained ; if it wants to be ftronger, 

boil the fame Quantity of Hemlock Leaves in 

the fame Liquor, two or three Times.

The next Cafe I ihall give as drawn up by 
-the Padent himfelf. 

J, yohn Hickman^ Gardener to the Right Ho- 
nourable Lady Bateman, at Teldham^ in Ejfex^ 
^aged fifty Years; fix Months fince, having a 
. violent rheumatic Pain ftruck into my right 
.Arm and Hand^ ^ith great Weaknefs, my

A young Gentleman, in London^ aged twenty- 
fix, falling down on both Knees, caufed a white 
lyoiphatic Swelling bn his right Knee, notwith- 
ftanding'the following Means had. bee nu fed, 
as he hirtifelf told me, without EfFed:. , Firft, 
the Knee was treated as a common Bruife^ and 
rubbed with Oils; dfterwards poultice^ with 
white Bread and Milk, and 'Lees df JBeer, near 
a Month ; then fomented with an Infufion of 
Caitipmile ; next! a blitter, run but little ; then 
Leeches applied twice, fix at a Time; was at 
Bath J afterwards zx Southampton^ wejit through 
the uibaj Methods at both Places ; aiter^all; no- 
thing touched the Swelling.

^QQTf after broke out a deep Ulcer on the Calf 
of each Leg ; thefe were cured by fome gentle 
f by fie, and a Vervain Root at her Stomach.

CASE XXIV. 

A young Lady, in Norfolk^ aged twelve, had 
a fmboth flattilh Tumour about the Bigncfs of 
Half a Crown, gathering above the Nipple of 
the left Breaft : She had been under the Care of 
a judicious Phyfician, without any apparent Ad- 
vantage. I gave her a Vervain Root, and or- 
dered a Pint of Mvlk to be boiled and fweetened 
with a Table Spoonful of clarified Honey, and 
taken in four Parts ; in the Morning fafting, at 
Eleven, at Four, and one at Bed Time 5 taking 
thirty or forty Millepedes with the firft and laft 
Draughts.

Then to take a Frefli gathered Car- 
rot, wafh and rafp it ; fqueeze the Juice haVd 
out with the Fingers, warm the Ratings and 
fill ihc Ulcer with it, quite down to the Bottom, 
and a little above the Surface of the Ulcer and 
C z Leg, 
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Leg, with a dry Cloth over it, bind all on with 
a Rowler ; and repeat this Drefling and no 
other after foaking. This perfedly cured his 
Leg in ten Weeks, and filled the Ulcer with

CASE XXVIL 

Aaron Whtjkey, of Poljlead, Suffolk, Shoe,

Of red (harp pointed 
Dock Rootj fliced thin, one Ounce; Sorrel 
Leaves, bruifed, thirty cr forty ; Pour on thefc a 
Pint of Cheefe Whey boiling hot ; cover clofe : 
When cool, drain it, and drink it Milk-rwarm, 
;at three different Times 5 one- third failing, an- 
other about Eleven o'Clock, and the Remainder 
^bout Five in the Afternoon. I ordered a large 
Handful of 'green Hemlock Leaves, bruifed, to 
be applied on the Thigh ; and the Wound oa 
the Back to have the Hemlock Infufion injeded. 
Afterwards, ^(jual Parts of Hemlock and Elder 

Ointjncnt, 
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Ointtjrtent, made with Goofe Fat, fpread ortLintf 
to be laid over the Wound, and dreffed Morn-< 
ing and Night* The loth of O^ober foWow-d 
ing he came again to me j his Thigh was 
greatly fwcUed, and there feemed to be a Head/ 
as iif tending to break. I advifed applying, a 
Plaifter of Shoe-Maker's Wax to it. On the 
Eighth of the next Month, the Sore on the 
Thigh broke, and difcharged, at one Time^* 
five Quarts of thin watery Matter like Wheyi 
and the Thigh fubfided to its former Size. It 
continued difcharging by little and little for a 
confiderable Time, but lefs and lefs daily* The 
3d of Ju/y, 1770, he came to my Houfe, and 
told me many imall Pieces of Bone came from 
the Sore on the Back Bone ; but that it was then 
found and well, and his Thigh in a fair Way 
of Recovery. The 6th oi Auguft^ ^77 ^^ he 
again came to thank me ) and clapping his

* her Wounds. She is miferably poor indeed ; 

* having nothing for her livelihood but what (he 

* can get by picking up decayed Wood blown 

* down on Endfield Cbace. If (he can be 

* helped, it would be a great Ble.fling.* So far 
the Lady's Letter. 

I referred her to follow what is laid down in 
John Newton % Cafe, No. XXVI. in my Effay 5 
only adding that the poor Creature fhould fteep 
her Leg in warm Infufion of Hemlock for half 
an Hour, and to keep it warm after fteeping, 
left flie (hould take Cold : the more Reft ftie 
could take, the better.

Brown had Twins in a Year after, and has had 
feveral other children : Both Breafts continue 
well and firm, and the laft lying-in fhe had 
Milk came into her left Breaft, which is very 
extraordinary. It is eafy to obferve from this 
Cafe, that taking off Mrs. Browns right Breaft 
would have avarled nothing, inafmuch as the 
left Breaft became difordered in the fame Man- 
ner : fo that Amputations are of little Service, 
except the Conftitution be amended -, then there 
is feWom Occafion for the Knife. I do not 
mention the Method I ufed in Mrs. Brown's 
Cafe, becaufc they are beyond common Ma- 
nagement. Mrs. Brown had had twenty-two 
Children ; Twins the laft Tipie, and I hear, is 
with Child again, (this September 1775) and 
continues well to this Day. I infert the two 
following Cafes to ftiew that no Age is exempt 
from this dreadful Piforder.

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CASE XXXIV. 

Samuel Pain, Son of Samuel Pain, WeavcrJ 
in C/are, aforefaid, was brought to itie at three 
Weeks old 5 he was born with a large Ulcer oa 
the back of his left Hand, and judged to be the 
King's Evil by Mr. Toung, a Surgeon of that 
Place, who recomniended him to my Care. 
This Infant was cured with a Root j fome Ver- 
vain Water to cleanfc the Sore, and Vervain!

I gave him my Affift- 
ance, and ordered him to call on me when he 
could. Who could ever have thought that the 
King's Evil Ibould lie fo long dormant in the 
Conftitution of fo healthy a Perfon, without the 

D ' leaft 
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Icaft Symptoms, until the Age of elghty-fevcw 
Years, and then appear in its genuine FormP 
From thefe two Inftances it is very apparent,, 
that BO Age is exempt from its Inveteracy. 

This will more fully appear by the following 
Account of two thoufand fcrophulous Patients, 
who have applied to me j claffed according to 
their refpedlive Ages and Sexes*> I have now 
near five thoufand Cafes by me, of Perfons who 
have applied to. me, in^ Scorbutic, Scrophulous 
and Cancerous Cafes, during more than twenty 
Years Pradrice, but I thought the following 
Numbers fuSkient to illuftrace this EiTay.

From this Account, the Femafes exceeded 
the Males more than three to two. Hence ic 
may be concluded, thole Perfons are greatly 
miftaken, who in their Writings have advanced,^ 
that Periohs above forty Years old are rarely, if 
ever afftdted with the Scrophula, as alfo the 
too common Opinion of Children outgrowing

Both thefe Notions tend to make 
People neglcdl proper Care until the Difeafc has 
taken too faft a HoJd to/be overcome.

Health otherwife. The Surgeon faid, he would 
eat his Hat, if the Child was cured. In about 
three Months he was quite well, by the follow- 
ing Method ; firft, I recommended the Vervain 
Root, then to take a Quarter of a Pipt of medi*^ 
cated Whey, daily, at three or four fmall Cup- 
fuls, viz. A Quarter of an Ounce of red Dock 
Roots, fliced thin, about a dozen Leaves of 
Garden Sorrel, lightly bruifed, and pour a large 
Quarter of a Pint of Cheefe Whey, boiling, on 
them, cover up clofe, when cool to be {trained, 
and drank warm, as above.

I advifed Sorrel, and Groundfel 
Leaves 5 equal Parts, to make an Ointment for 
his Head, and Vervain Ointment to the other 
parts. ISote, The Infidc Leaf of a Goofe tried 
up, makes the beft Ointment in thefe Cafes.

In Half 
a Year the Swellings of the Throat abated, and 
fhe got about a little> btit during fhe whole 
Time had the Bloody Flux in a terrible De- 
gree ; which could not be ftopped, though {he 
was bled in the Arm for it once a Fortnight -^ 
This weakened her fo much, that in Half a 
Year more, flie was forced to take to her Bed 
again, for near a Year. The lame MedicineiS 
were tried again, without any Effed. Now alt 
her former Complaints returned, a flow Fever, 
fore Stomach, Paintings, fudden Chiifs, and 
Flurterings, together with a Pleurify, and waS' 
convuUed ; for vvhich a Blifter w^as applied ta 
the Heart, which relieved much, and removed^ 
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that Complaint; but ftill had Paifis all over 
her, efpecially Head, Stomach, and Bowefe, 
for which (he had frequent Gliders ; (he had 
alfo great Sweats. In this Illnefs, one Mr. 
Smart J an Apothecary of fome Note, out of 
Wo^'cejlerjhire^ was confulted ; he ^ordered an 
Ele(5luary, which was ufeful; and to ride out 
as foon as able ; which was done, and {he re- 
mained tolerably well for about a Year. But 
ftill the Flux continued, tliough in a fomcwhat 
lefs Degree, But upon taking Cold, her old 
Complaints returned with greater Violence. 
The Eledtuary was tried again, but had no Ef- 
fedt at all j the Bark too was oftep tried in va- 
rious Forms, but tcT no Piirpofe. At the Be- 
ginning of this Illnefs, her Reafon was greatly 
impaired, and her Memory almoft loft ; foe 
which two Cauftics (I fuppofe Iflucs) were or- 
dered by Dr. Lewis ^ this was in 1762, one 
made on each Thigh ; and difcharged very 
much. In Half a Year after this, her Reafon 
returned, and fhe rofe again. She continued 
up, and capable of her Bufinefs (which is 
chiefly fewing) two whole Years ; then all re- 
turned again. In this Illnefs (he entirely loft 
her Speech, and never fpoke a Word for three 
Quarters of a Year. The Cauftic ftill continued 
running very much. She now took Affafoetida 
Pills, and artificial Affes Milk j then rofe again, 
and continued up a Year or more. Then was 
feized again, and her Reafon was quite gone, 
four Years and an half, or more ; nothing frefti 
was u(ed now, only Figs boiled in Milk, dur- 
ing this Period, the Cauftics were gradually let 
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^o, and th?B her Voice, Strength and Retfcm 
rciturncd in fome Degree ; rofe again, but re^ 
jnained up only nineteen Weeks ; was then 
feized with a putrid Sore Throat, which foon 
brought on all her old Complaints; entirely de- 
orived her of her Reafon, and confined her to 
J^ Bed, where flie remained many Years in 
ja mpft deplorable Way; every fre(h Seizure, 
her Complaints grew more violent. During 
her Illnefs, (he always fdt as if drawn together 
Withinfide.^— rSir, On reading your Effay, and 
recplleding what Dr. Lewis had faid, of a 
cancerous Humour running withinfide without 
any outward Appearance ; I thought a fcrophu- 
lous one might do the fame ; efpecially as Dr« 
Lewis faid, her Grandfather died of the Evil 
in his Foot. This gave mc the Hint of trying 
your Methods, which we began with November 
4, 1774. The Vervain Root was then put 
jon, alter wearing it one Fortnight, the Patient's 
Sifter perceived fome Mitigation of the Violence 
of her Anguifh, for fhe ufed to fay, her's was 
pot Pain, it was Agony* Then the Millepedes 
pills, as in Cafe XVil. were given for her 
gore Throat, and in a Month her Reafon began 
to return. Then fhe took the Antimony in 
fine Powder, with Honey and Ground-Ivy Tea, 
^s in Cafe XLVIL by Chrijimas^ (he could 
read, and underfland what Qie read. In about 
fix Weeks more fhe began to rife, but was very 
weak, and her Strength returned flowly ; yet 
continued to increafe. At the Eajler follow- 
in e, fl^^ came down Stairs, with the full and 
free Exercife of her Reafon ; which has re^ 
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Iiiained perfeftly clear ever fince ; to the great 
Surptifc of all who knew her. At her firft 
coming down, her Legs fwellcd a good deal, 
and were in Pain ; (he took the Diet Drink, as 
in Cafe Xll. V^rhich quite removed that Com- 
plaint in a fe«v Months. By Michaelmas ^ 1775, 
flic was quite well, and able to walk half a Mile 
at a Time 5 has remained fo ever fince 5 but 
continues the Diet Drink this Spring, 1776, by 
Way of Prevention. Someumes (lie takes a 
little Tindture of Jalap. She is at this Time as 
Healthy and Strong, as is reafonable to ex- 
p«6l a Perfon, who har been fo long afflidted, 
fliould poflibly be. If you think, Sir, this ex- 
traprdinary Cafe merits a Place in your next 
Edition, it is at your Service, and that of the 
Public. I wrote it as ftiort as I could, From 
Mrs. Palmer's own Mouth, and her Sifter's; and 
w^s myiclf alfo an Eye, and Ear-witncfs, to 
great Part of the FaSs; having been perfonally 
acquainted with them both, from my Cbi4d*- 
hood, feen and converted frequently with i\\tm^ 
in all their Afflidlion. The two Sifters and 
Brother prefent their humble Duty and Thanks 
to Mr. Morleyy &c. Such long protraded 
Sufferings, fo very circumftantially related, and 
fo extreiiiely well authenticated; muft convince 
every unprejudiced Pradtitioner, (even the 
moft fkilful) how difficult it , often i=> to 
judge of fcrophulous Cafes j if they ferioufly 
confider this fo ftrange a complicated one; 
they will fee many Realons, to think, thefe .

Nei- 
ther can any Letterj^ I think, thoroughly con- 
vey a clea:r Delcripiioh of the ^.Imoft numher- 
lels Symptonis and AfFedionsof the Scrophu- 
]a ; for which Reafon, I gave no Directions tQ 
any Body whatever, unlefs they ccnfult me in 
Ferfon ; and therefore have added to this Edi- 
tion, fomething more, to make it as uleful as 
pcflible tp-fuch People as cannot come to me, 
by Diftance, Inability of Travelling, or other 
Avocations. Neither wnll my Age and Infir- 
mities permit me to v.fit Patients, as I u(ed 
to do. Any Perlon defirous of confulting nve, ' 
living at a Diiftance, will aft prudently, to iend

1 have had many who have been falivatcd, 
and taken mercurial Preparations to very little 
Purpofe ; on the contrary, hurtful, I have found 
fait Water taken inwardly to have had bad Ef- 
fcds, as already hinted. Outwardly it often 
dries up the Sores for a Time, which generally 
\>rc^k out again near the fame Places, and will 
continue to do fo, unlefs the Habit of Body^is 
altered. I very rarely order Bleeding, and never 
dired Vomits, which I think of no Ufe^ Ifliies 
orSetons 1 do not approve, and generally dry 
them up, as they are apt to draw the Humours 
^nto them, ' inflame, and are troublefome with- 
out any Afliftance towards the Cure, as I 
pould ever obferve. J repeat that I do not order 
Salts of any Kmd for Purgation ; but always 
the moft mjld and gentle Things for that End. 
Hemlock I have ufed ' outwardly numberlefs 
Times, with gnpat Succcfs. 1 adminifter little 
inwardly : If any Tumours, &c. are near the 
Head^ it muft then be ufed with Caution, as 
Cafe IV. I never ufe Knife or Cauftic to open 
an Abfccfs, fometimes the Point of a Lancet, 
and that but feldom : for I find proper Poultices 
much more eligible on many Accounts; I ad. 
vife thofe who are coftive under this Difordcr 
(which is a very frequent Complaint) to keep 
the Body always open with very mild and gentle 
Purgatives ; a little at a Time, ind often is more 
beneficial than flrong Purges; Jalap I have 
found by long Experience, prepared asfollows^^ 
to be the bcft family Purges for fcrophulous

When J order Andmopy to^ be 
taken inwardly, I always dired it to be finely 
levigated, or powdcfed in an Iron Mortar, as 
line as poflible, and then fifted through Vine 
Lawn or Muflin, fo that few or no fliimng rar- 
ticles appear ^ then it is a fine and fafe Medi-I 
cine. Never to wear any Covering over the 
Eyes, but waih them often with cold ^prlhg 
Water, Which will ftrcngthen them and repel 
the Humour which the Purgatives will ciar rjr 
ofF« The Egg Liqtior for Contradions is niade 
with the Yolk df • new laid Hcn*s Egg, beat 
very thin, and fix Spoonfuls of warm folt Wa^r 
ter added, one at "a Time ; beat the Liquor con-^ 
tinually, till well mixed.' Gently. rub the aiicded 
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Part, three or four Tiracs in the Day, witb 
this Mixture and a warm Hand, ^c or fix 
Minuftes aX a Time, c6^ering the Part with Flan- 
nel to defend it from Cold/ As the Sarfaparillai 
Decodtion is very ofeful in fome (crophulous
